Machine for Reducing Wood. 








The mechanism and process herewith illus- 
trated is designed for the gradual reduction of 
wood, sawdust, or other fibrous material to 
pulp, and at the same time to preserve, as far as 
possible, the length of the fibres thereof, by a 
peculiar use of water in the earlier stages of 
the operation to soften the tissues connecting the 
fibres, and make the water serve as a lubricant 
to preyent them from abrading each other, and 
thereby making the material tougher and more 
pliable. The process is also applicable to the re- 
duction of fibres other than wood or wood saw- 
dust. > 
The initial and distinctive feature of the 
process consists in first feeding the material 
in a moistened condition between and through 
revolving rollers having a slight differential 
motion, and there subjecting it to a pres- 
sure sufficient to sever the adhesive tissues 
connecting the fibre, thereby rendering its re- 
duction to pulp more rapid and easy. After 
passing it through the rollers it is deposited 
in a soaking-vat, and there allowed to remain 
until it is thoroughly saturated and sufficient- 
ly mixed with water to cause it to run freely. 
In this condition it is fed into a series of grind- 
ing-stonés of the ordinary burr or millstone va- 
riety, for the purpose of gradually reducing it to 
the required fineness, the stones having a special 
dress suitable to the purpose of preserving the 
fibres during the process of reduction. As the 
process of reduction is carried on, more water 
is added, as is necessary to make it run through 
the stones freely. Each of the series of stones 
is thus enabled to separate the fibre with the 
least possible injury thereto, making, it is al- 
leged, a much better quality of pulp than here- 
tofore and at less cost. This process may be 
carried on by using two, three, or four sets of 
grinding-stones, according to the obstinacy of 
the material used, in order that the reduction 
may be gradual and not violent. The advan- 
tage of using rollers on the first reduction is 
very great, the nature of wood being such that 
any violent abrasion of large pieces breaks the 
fibre, thus deteriorating the quality of the pulp ; 
but by giving it such pressure between the roll- 
ers as to simply break down the cellular tissue, 
and thus overcome the adhesion of the fibres, 
their greater length can be preserved. This has 
been done in some instances by concussion and 
hammering with good results ; but on account 
of it being a slow process it has not come into 
general use. 

In the preparation of the stones for the prac- 
tice of the within-described improved process, 
the usual dress of cracking the lands between 
the furrows is discarded, but, instead, a dress 
composed of a series of ordinary furrows, as 
used in wheat-grinding, is used, with the new 
feature of dress, dividing the lands between the 
furrows into a number of fine and very smooth 
furrows having the shape of a united semi-ser- 
ration and semi-corrugation. The stone through 
which the fibre is first passed has less furrows 
and larger dressing than the dress of the stones 
through which the fibre is afterward fed, as the 
dress is increased in fineness to make it corre- 
spond with each successive reduction of the 
fibre. The motion of the stone is to be in such 
direction that the semi-serration will lead the 
semi-corrugation, and thus separate the fibre by 
a rubbing instead of a cutting process. 

The principal furrows are not run out near 
the periphery of the stone, which plan destroys 
the draft, thereby keeping the material too long 
under the stone after it has been sufficiently re- 
duced, to the great damage of the finer fibres, 
the object being to pass it through quickly from 
one set of stones to the other, gradually reduc- 
ing it to the required fineness with the least pos- 
sible injury to the fibre. 

The drawing represents a side elevation of the 
machinery, partly in section. 

A refers to the revolving rollers, having dif- 
ferential motion by reason of gearing arranged 
for that purpose. These rollers are driven by 
belt Q through pulley P by power located as 
desired. 

O is a hopper through which the reduced 
wood or other material is automatically fed, re- 
volving feeder g, driven by belt p’, operating 
pulley p. The hopper O is supported by frames 
g’, attached to roller-frame a’. Below the roll- 
ers is a chamber, a", through which the fibre 
passes into the soaking-vat B, which is supplied 
with water by a pipe, N, having valve n. The 
soaked fibre is carried through pipe C and its 
connection C’ into grinding-stone hopper D. 

Over the hoppers D is a water-pipe, J, having 
valves l, in proper position to conduct additional 
water into the stones, as previously set forth. 
The fibre, after working through the grinding- 


stones E, passes through conduit F, having suit- 
able connection with the grindstone-point of 
issue, from thence into the receiving-chamber of 
the elevator H, with which the conduit F is con- 
nected. The elevator H is provided with pul- 
leys working on shafting A" and h’”. The 
pulleys carry endless belts provided with 
piston-blocks R, for raising the fibre through 
the elevator-ways h and h’. As the fibre 
rises to the top of the elevator it passes 
into the conduit K, and thence through 
its angular extension k into the hopper 
D of the stones E’; thence on through the 
conduit F’ into and through the elevator H’ and 
its angled conduit K k, into the hopper D of the 
stones E”; thence on through the conduit F”’ 
into the elevator H”, and through its angled con- 
duit K k into the final set of stones E’”, from 
whence it issues at the outlet G in a finely re- 
duced state. The clevator issue conduits K are 
provided with removable extensions k, in order 
that a straight extension may be adjusted there- 
to, and the fibre thereby conducted to the next 
set of stones, as referred to by the dotted lines, 
when it may be necessary to 
discontinue the working of the 
adjacent stones for the purpose 
of dressing or other repairs. The 
conduit C, connecting with the 
soaking-vat B, is provided with 
a valvec, for stopping the flow of 
the fibre when desirable. The 
elevator-belts containing pistons 
R are worked by bevel-geared 
shafting M, connected with bev- 
eled gearing}on the elevator 
shafting h’”. a is the floor of the 
building above the grinding- 
stones and the» elevators with 
which they are connected. 


En velope Box. 


This invention relates to im- 
provements in envelope or other 
boxes used for holding and dis- 
playing their contents, the ob- 
ject being to provide in such 
boxes means for holding the con- 
tents of a partially-filled box in 
the same position and order that 
they occupy when the box is full, 
to the end that the removal of 
one or of several packages of en- 
velopes from a box, or other sim- 
ilar objects therefrom, shall not 
leave those remaining therein in 
such a disordered condition as to 
impair their appearance. 

The improvement consists in a movable abut- 
ment, fitted between the sides of the box, and 
capable of being moved up against the remain- 
ing contents of the box as fast as a part of them 
are removed, thereby holding the remaining 
contents in proper position. To this end the 
abutment is so formed and connected to the box 
that when the latter is filled the abutment can 
be moved close against one end of the box, and 
from that position be moved against the pack- 
ages as fast as any are removed. 

The abutment is made with angular end pieces 
bent around from theends of the abutment, so 
as to form braces for the latter when it is 
moved against the packages. End pieces, ex- 
tending from the lower ends of the end pieces, 
are bent at right angles to the latter toward the 
centre of the abutment. Suitable guide way 
for supporting the abutment and which permit 
the latter to be moved to and fro between the 
sides of the box, are secured to the ends of the 
latter. 

These guideways consist of two strips, hav- 
ing turned-up ends, These strips, after they 
are placed between the bottom edge of the 
abutment, and the ends are secured in the box 
and near each side of it by having the outer face 
of the turned-up ends connected or otherwise 
suitably secured to the ends of the box. Thus 
the way is clear from end to end between the 
strips and the bottom of the box, to permit 
the abutment to be moved to any desirable po- 
sition, The abutment is substantially of the 
form of one of the box ends. If it should ap- 
pear desirable, the means for securing the abut- 
ment within the box and providing guideways 
for it may be modified in construction by a 
strip of such a width asthe distance may be be- 
tween the faces of the braces of the abutment, 
and having its ends secured to the box substan- 
tially in the manner described relative to the 
strips ; or it may be cemented through its cen- 
tre to the box-bottom, leaving its edges unat- 
tached. This change would substitute one strip 
for the two narrow ones. 

In practice, for envelope and similar boxes, 
the abutment and the strips are made of the 
same material as the box—that is to say, prop- 
erly stiff pasteboard ; but any suitable mate- 





rial may be used for those parts, according to 
the class of boxes to which they are to be ap- 
plied.

Notes on Mill Shafting. 


The determination of the proper size fora 
shaft to transmit any required power at any 
given speed is a very simple matter if it is to be 
subjected to torsion or twisting only. But gen- 
erally, shafts are also subjected to transverse or 
bending stresses, due to the weight of pulleys 
and gears, the pull of belts, &c., which compli- 
cates the problem greatly. In fixing the size of 
a shaft we must therefore consider all of these 
conditions if we would make sure that our shaft 
is strong enough to resist twisting off, stiff 
enough to prevent undue deflection, while at the 
same time it shall be no larger than is really ne- 
cessary, for this means increased first cost and 
increased expense of running and maintenance. 
In calculating the size of shafts it is best to com- 
pute the diameter required to resist torsional 





stress first, then make the proper allowance for | required factor.

bending stresses. We must take into consider- 
ation the character of the load to be driven, as 
whether it is steady or variable; if variable, 
whether the variations are great or sudden, 
&c., from which it may rightly be inferred that 
considerable practical experience (the more the 
better) is essential in properly proportioning 
shafts. 

The torsional strength of shafts is proportional 
to the cubes of their diameters. That is, sup- 
pose we have three shafts whose diameters are 
1, 2and 3inches. Then their relative strength 
to resist twisting off will be as 1, 8 and 27. The 
reason for this is apparent when we consider 
that in two shafts, one of which is double the 
diameter of the other, the larger shaft has four 
times the sectional area of metal to resist stress, 
and that the average distance of this metal from 
the centre of the shaft is twice as great as in the 
smaller shaft. Thus its leverage to resist stress 
is twice as great, and four times the metal acting 
at double the leverage gives us eight times the 
strength. In the case of two shafts, one of 
which is three times as large as the other, we 
have nine times the metal we have in the 
smaller, and its radius of gyration, as it is 
called, is three times as great as in the smaller 
shaft ; hence we have twenty-seven times the 
power to resist torsion; and so on for other 
sizes. The radius of gyration is the distance 
from the centre of the shaft, at which, if all the 
metal in the shaft were collected, the strength 
would be the same as it is in the actual shaft. 
For round solid shafts it is .707, the radius of 
the shaft. 


To find the actual strength of a solid round 
shaft of wrought iron we may proceed as fol- 
lows: Take a piece of turned shafting just one 
inch in diameter, key to one end of it a strong 
lever, support it in suitable bearings, bring the 
lever into a horizontal position, secure the other 
end so that it cannot turn, and attach weights 
to the lever at a distance of one foot from the 
centre of the shaft. If we add weights care- 
fully we find that with wrought-iron of fair 
quality about 800 pounds will be required to 
twist off this piece about one inch in diameter. 
If we use a piece two inches in diameter, the 
weight required to twist it off would be 6,400

For head length shafts, that is, the lengths 
which carry the main driving-pulleys and have 
to bear the transverse strain resulting from the 
pull of the main driving-belts, the diameter, as 
computed by the above rules for torsion only, 
should be increased one-half. This will give suf- 
ficient transverse strength where the distance 
between bearings is not much over eight feet, 
and also gives sufficient metal for a boss for key- 
seat, &c.

That is: To find the diameter of a wrought- 
iron shaft to transmit any given load—Divide 
the number of horse-power to be transmitted, 
by the revolutions per minute which the shaft is 
to make ; extract the cube root of the quotient ; 
multiply this root by 3.27. The product is the 
required diameter, for a safety factor of 534. 

Example.—A certain line of shafting is to 
drive 90 horse-power, and run 300 turns per min- 
ute ; what should be itsdiameter ?

Reform Bills as Skirmishers — The 


Paper Trade Safe. 


Wasuineron, January 18, 1854, 


The tariff has become a bone of contention 
among the Democrats, and the indications are 
that it may reach Kilkenny proportions. It is 
among the possibilities that the Chaplain of the 
House may become impressed with the duty of 
praying for the peace of the Democratic section 
of the Ways and Means Committee, and if he 
does, it will make the devotional exercises pe- 
culiarly interesting, and inspire an exemplary 
spirit among the journalistic crowd that will fill 
the reporters’ gallery. 

It is probably a healthy circumstance that the 
democracy, as represented on the Ways and 
Means Committee, is not harmonious on the 
subject of import revenues, from the fact that 
it postpones, for a time, at least, any definite 
action upon a subject in which the people of the 
country more than any other are interested. 
Up to the present time, nothing whatever has 
been done to foreshadow a result, or even to 
give form to any of the free trade schemes that 
are held in reserve for the confusion and ob- 
struction of the industries of the country. It 
is not to be supposed that the present delay is 
ominous of a weakening on the part of Mr. 
Carlisle’s committee. It is only apparent that 
the necessity for caution and for deliberation is 
recognized, and that the tide of tariff senti- 
ment must be kept under judicious restraint— 
at least, until there is an accumulation of cour- 
age that reaches the sticking point. 

It is fortunate, too, for the political power 
that dominates the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, that we have an ‘‘ American hog,” and 
that he is at the present time a conspicuous 
claimant for the preservation of the reputation 
of our commercial honor. Three of the leading 
House committees—the Ways and Means, the 
Commerce, and the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs—have been instructed to see that France 
and Germany desist from taking liberties with 
his reputation as an article of animal diet, or in 
any of the forms in which he may be utilized 
for exportation. The governments of both of 
these countries, instigated by some motive that 
does not clearly appear, have seen fit to pro- 
claim that, prior to his submission to a process 
peculiar to Cincinnati and Ohio, he has become 
the possessor of a fashionable but objectionable 
malady, recognized as trichinosis, in conse- 
quence of which he cannot properly be served 
up in hams, shoulders and breakfast bacon, for 
the convenience of French and German con- 
sumers. Under the circumstances Congress is 
justified in an exhibition of resentment which 
takes the form of retaliation and a disbelief in 
the allegations of the enemies of our pig. The 
German and French animal sinks into insignifi- 
cance when brought into competition with our 
corn-fed production ; consequently, these rival 
powers resort to the scandalous expedient of de- 
famation. 

In this questionable performance they have 
encountered the American Congress, and we 
are reasonably certain that the American hog 
will be vindicated. Not only so, but he will 
cut a figure in diplomacy. The Foreign Affairs 
Committee will pit him against French wines 
and silks; the Committee on Commerce will use 
him as a menace to German immigration, and 
the Ways and Means Committee will put him to 
any use that will prolong his national impor- 
tance and postpone the necessity for such tariff 
tinkering as was proclaimed by Morrison, 
threatened by Hurd, favored by the Speaker 
of the House and approved by the solid South. 

Governor Curtin is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. He has traveled in 
foreign countries ; he has represented the Gov- 
ernment as Minister to Russia. At St. Peters- 
burg, he has encountered the American hog in 
all his utilities, and is qualified by experience 
and inclination to be his advocate. 

Judge Reagan is Chairman of the Commerce 
Committee. He has never been a foreign diplo- 
mat, but he was Postmaster-General of the so- 
called Confederacy, which is the next thing to 
it. He has an assortment of elephants on his 
bands in the shape of bills to regulate inter- 
State commerce, and while this is a pet project 
of his, it has encountered periodical adversity 
during all the years of its agitation in Congress. 

Retaliation of the insult to the American hog 
will give opportune relief and diversify the 
duties of his committee. 

Inasmuch as Chicago in the sanguinary field 
of operations in swine, Mr. Morrison, as Chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee, will 
feel a personal pride in vindicating the charac- 
ter and quality of our persecuted pork ; and in 
contemplation of the wrong imposed, the re- 
forms in tariff legislation will proceed slowly. 

While it is true that the Ways and Means 
Committee have accomplished absolutely noth- 


future purpose, there has been a vast amount of 
individual enterprise in the direction of reform. 

Mr. Morse has introduced a joint resolution, 
providing that from and after the first day of 
March, 1884, any books printed in raised letters 
for the use of the blind, imported for the use or 
education of blind persons, shall be admitted 
free of duty, under such regulations as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may prescribe. 

Mr. Belmont has introduced a bill providing 
that no duties shall be levied on any works of 
art, ancient or modern, but the same shall be 
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wholly exempt from duty, and the term ‘“ works | 


of art” shall include all paintings, drawings | 
and photographs and statues of marble and 
other stone. 

Two bills, one by Mr. Cook and another by 
Mr. Weller, identical in their provisions, have 
been introduced, exempting from duty manu- 
factured lumber; and Mr. Dockery comes to the 
rescue with a similar bill, that is brief but in 
clusive. 

To this enumeration of exemptions, much 
more could be added as an indication of the 
temper and spirit of the free trade bias. These 
efforts are the skirmishers in the reform fight. 
They come from independent and comparatively 
irresponsible sources, and may be regarded as 
designed for their effect upon the local mind 
rather than for the purpose of stiffening the 
backbone of the Ways and Means Committee. 

It may be expected that an effort will be made 
to place on the free list many articles used in 
the manufacture of paper; but it is not possible 
at this early stage to foreshadow to what extent 
exemptions will be proposed. Necessarily the 
Ways and Means Committee will prepare and 
report a bill, and the product of their corporate 
labors will show important changes in all im- 
ports included in the schedule of books, paper, 
and the ingredients entering into the manufac- 
ture of paper. It does not follow that such agi- 
tation will have a depressing influence upon the 
trade. It may inspire some apprehension and 
provoke resistance, and if left to the House it 
would be successful, with its present predomi- 
nence, as a reform measure; but with a Republi- 
can Senate, and a conservative element on the 
Democratic side, it is safe to say that a bill in- 
cluding clauses that would be seriously detri- 
mental to the paper trade could not pass. 

Upon this subject and upon every other that 
includes tariff reform, there will be an interval 
of suspense, and it will be filled up by the con- 
sideration of the sanitary side of the American 
pig. C. W. F.

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 17, 1884. 

The paper manufacturers are getting fairly 
settled down to another year’s work. Some one 
remarked to me last night that he supposed the 
profits of the paper mills must have been small, 
as he heard very little said on the subject. If this 
isan indication, the remark must have been cor- 
rect, for the mill owners are very quiet. But, 
whatever the result of the last six months’ busi- 
ness and with such low prices, the profits could 
not have been large, the most interesting fact 
of the present is that there is good heart for the 
future. No one proposes to stop making paper, 
but every machine is doing its best to keep up 
the product. It has often been said that 
no new mills for fine paper have been 
built in Holyoke for five years, and the compa- 
nies are apt to say that their additions and im- 
provements are not intended to increase their 
capacity. But the truth is that, by the constant 
enlargement of the mills and improvements in 
machinery and processes, every fine mill has 
been gradually increasing its product, until the 
aggregate is much larger than it was ten years 
ago. These additions are not confined to any one 
grade of mills. The smaller ones have all had 
their turn, and now the two largest companies in 
the city—the Parsons and Whiting—are mak- 
ing improvements of unusual importance. The 
new venture of the Parsons Company, in un- 
dertaking the manufacture of bond, bank-note 
and similar papers, is proving successful already. 
The market for these papers is necessarily limit- 
ed and cannot be easily forced. George F. Bar- 
den has the general management of this branch 
of the company’s business and visits his custom- 
ers personally. Mr. Barden’s long experience, 
both as a paper maker and seller, together 
with the superior quality of the papers, 
will undoubtedly result in the building 
up of a large trade. I suppose there are 
no better papers made anywhere, and one 
of the company’s sample books of bond, parch- 
ment and high-grade linens presents a splendid 
example of the perfection to which American 
paper has attained. 

This is a bright, sunny day, and the politicians 
in the twelfth or Springfield district are im- 
proving each shining hour in getting out a full 
vote for their respective candidates for Con- 
gressman, to take the place of Governor Robin- 
son. The only issue that has been talked of dur- 
ing the short canvass is the tariff, and the two 
candidates are not at all at issue on that, both 
having expressed themselves in favor of pro- 
tection. The Dalton and Lee paper makers 
with other manufacturers throughout the dis- 
trict are interesting themselves in the contest 
more than is usual. They believe that the time 
has not yet come when it would be safe to throw 
open our American markets to the competition 
of the world. 

About every fine millin the city has ordered 
the Coburn & Taylor rag cutter, and several 
orders have been received from outside. It is 
not astonishing that the value of the machine 
has been so soon recognized, and that all are so 
ready to adoptit. There is no class of manu- 
facturers in the country more willing than the 
paper makers to invest in a good thing in im- 
proved machinery when they see it. It is found 
that the interest on the $1,000 which the machine

During the week I have had some very pleas- 
ant talks with a number of prominent paper 
dealers and paper makers, and I am pleased to 
say that, without a single exception, they speak 
in very hopeful terms of this year’s prospects. 
When the condition of some of the other great 
industries of the country are considered, with 
their labor troubles and frequent strikes, the 
paper industry has cause for congratulating 
itself upon its apparent freedom from any great 
annoyances. Although during the past year 
the prices of paper have ruled very low, sup- 
plies were purchased at low figures, so that, 
even if the profits of the mills were not what 
might have been desirable, very little paper 
was manufactured at aloss. With such a show 
ing for the past year, the present has every- 
thing in its favor, for a presidential year is! 
always a big consumer of paper. And then 
the reduction of postage has hardly yet been 
realized by the people ; but during the coming 
months the consumption of envelopes and writ- 
ing-papers must be perceptibly felt. Stocks of 
paper carried over from last year are reported 
as being much lighter than in former years, so 
that, on the whole, the paper industry has a 
most flattering outlook. 

The high price of bleaching powders is a sub- 
ject very frequently discussed, and not in a very 
complimentary manner, either. The combina- 
tion abroad seems to possess more backbone 
than was ever before displayed by the 
manufacturers. The present combination has 
been in force a little over a year now, although 
the rise in bleach dates back only some seven 
months, since which time it has been steadily 
and surely going up, until it is now quoted 
at 2%c. to 2.40c. and holding firmly at these 
figures. True, there is little demand, only 
small quantities such as are actually needed be- 
ing ordered. It has been suggested that we 
shall stop buying bleach in the hopes of forcing 
prices down, but can’t the producers stand this 
as long as the consumers? When bleach is 
wanted, bleach must come, no matter what the 
price, It is claimed by parties representing the 
bleach interest here, that the low figures at 
which that article ruled a year ago very little 
profit was realized by the producers abroad, 
though the present rates are admitted to be 
rather steep, with too much profit. It seems to 
bea “ Yankee trick,” that our foreign friends 
have learned “cornering the market,” and the 
only thing for American consumers to do is to 
grin and bear it. The amount of bleaching powder 
imported last year is given at 92,454,637 pounds. 
It is suggested by a Boston journal that if a 
duty was placed on the article it would en- 
courage its manufacture in this country; but 
would bleach then be ever cheap? Would not 
the home manufacturers want more duty for 
more protection ? 

In paper stocks low figures continue to hold. 
There is no depression in trade, but a little rise 
in stocks would impart a little activity to busi- 
ness. Still, as the trade now runs, business is 
perfectly safe, as there are no fluctuations. Jute 
stocks are still firm, but there is not a great deal 
doing in this line, although a little movement is 
observed. Manilla rope is not very active and 
not much in store. Mills, as yet, are not buying 
very heavily, and are only supplying their im- 
mediate wants, but the aggregate of orders 
filled, so far. this year, is double that of the 
same period last year. So jobbers are not in- 
clined to be gloomy at the present state of trade 
and are very hopeful of the future. 

In a published account of the failure of the 
Chagrin Falls Paper Company, Chagrin Falls, 
Ohio, Train, Smith & Co., of this city, are re- 
ported among the creditors, with losses ranging 
from $3,000 to $4,500. I am informed by a mem- 
ber of the house that its claim is not over $2,500. 

The Monadnock Mills, Bennington, N. H., op- 
erated by W. T. Barker & Co., of this city, 
have just received a new 60 horse-power Babcox 
& Wilcox boiler. Increased facilities for the 
year were needed. 

F. D. White, successor to L. Hollingsworth & 
Co., reports that the year has opened with con- 
siderable activity in hisline of book, rope and 
manilla papers. His mill at Bridgewater has a 
good supply of water and is now running full 
time, A. L. D.

THE French paper makers have had their 
annual communication with the French 
Chambers, and, while as usual they have 
failed to secure the abolition of the paper- 
tax in France, they have gained some re- 
duction in the duty, and this in itself isa 
step toward the final relief which, we hope, 
they will attain. 








RUSSIAN paper makers are complaining 
of the fiscal independence of Finland, 
which enjoys liberties of taxation which 
other provinces of Russia do not share. 
The Finn has scarcely any duty to pay on 
machinery, while the Russian is charged a 
heavy import. This anomaly will, we pres- 
ume, disappear some day, but for the pre- 
sent it, with other import dues, gives the 
manufacturers of Finland an advantage 
which must reflect to the injury of their 
competitors who live in other provinces 
under the empire of the Tsar. 





WHILE attention has been directed to 
congressional legislation on the subject of 
bankruptcy, little has been done to influ- 
ence State action in the way of reform in 
insolvency proceedings. If we do not get 
the hoped-for aid from Congress there yet 
remain the different State legislatures, 
which may be induced to modify laws 
which operate to the detriment of creditors 
and help fraudulent bankrupts to dispose 
of their assets to their own advantage. In 
the Legislature of New York two bills, in- 
tended to govern the granting of prefer- 
ences in bankruptcy, have been reported 
adversely in the Senate. That undue haste 
has been made to reject any improvement 
in the legal disposition of assets is not 
probable, but it seems to us that proposi- 
tions to amend State laws relating to the 
settlement of insolvent estates ought to 
receive more attention from business men. 
It is quite possible that enactments might 
be procured which could be useful in help- 
ing the business of lawyers or in pro- 
moting the purposes of people more 
ready to incur liabilities than to discharge

| dustry, the year 1879 marks an epoch in the commer- 
cial economy of the world ; the tariff laws of Ger 
many, which went into effect during that year, mar 
shaling all Europe—England and the Netherlands 
excepted— into line on the protective question. 

The acknowledgment by Germany of her inability 
to compete with the other nations of Europe in man 
ufactures, without the adoption of the most ultra 
protective measures, is a severe comment on her 
fancied security, in cheap and economical labor, 
against the protected labor of her neighbors. Not 
only did the German people—that is, those who 
were concerned inthe special interests affected—de- 
mand protection against French, English and Bel- 
gian manufactures, but the loudest demands came 


from those interests which were endangered by 
| American manufactures and products. 


The result is that Germany, whose industry and | 


| cheap labor were supposed to overmatch all other 
countries, has gone farther in her protective princi- 


ples than any other country, even taxing foreign | 


breadstuffs and provisions—to save her home indus- 
tries in this line—almost to prohibition. 

The Netherlands, being principally an international 
intermediary in commerce, finds in free trade her 
best protection. 

England may therefore be set down as the only 
free trade country in Europe, but, as will be seen by 


a growing feeling in favor of protection even in 
England. 

Only three years ago and it was thought 
that Holland had no possible policy but 
free trade, and now we find that her peo- 
ple are repudiating it. In the American 
Mail and Export Journal for January 
there appears a transcript of a petition 
from the Chamber of Commerce of Hel- 
mond, Holland, to the King of the Nether- 
lands, setting forth the decline of the trade 
and manufactures of the country, and ask 
for a law to “break with the system of 
If Holland has become a con- 
vert on this issue, how long will it take to

Cuicaao, Ill., January 2, 1884, 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

Your correspondent ‘ Investigator” touches 
upon some interesting topics in his letter to your 
paper of December 29 and I will take up his sub- 
jects in the order in which he places them : 

1. As to the best steam trap for cylinders. I 
have not come across any improvement on the 
old bucket and pipe leading through the gland, | 
and if in good order this ought to remove all 
water from the drying cylinders without waste 
of steam. 

2. As to injectors as boiler feeders. Practi- 
cally no injectors will work well if the feed- 
water is hot, but there is a good injector in use 
in England operated by the exhaust steam from 
any engine which is said to be very economical. 
I hardly know the highest temperature that feed- 
| water will enter an ejector, but it must be 

considerably under 100 degrees. 
| 8. The highest temperature attainable in 
| exhaust heated feed-water will vary according 
to circumstances, description of heater, &c., 
but will rarely exceed 180 degrees under favor- 
able circumstances. 

4. As to the relative economy of slack and 
coal. This can only be ascertained by actual 
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trial—say, burning each kind of fuel for a week 
under equal conditions.

6. A pipe sunk 6 feet in water would give | 


about 3 lbs. back pressure on the engine, and is 
a plan to be deprecated, for the engine tallow or 
cylinder oil would mix with the feed-water and 
injure the boiler. Better have a heater made 
with straight vertical tubes ina strong cylindri- 
cal vessel, through which to pump your feed- 
water while the exhaust steam passes upward 
through the tubes. Collect all of the water 
from the machine drying cylinders, &c., ina 
good tank and use a direct acting force pump in 
preference to an injector. Where there are sev- 
eral non-condensing engines, lead all of the ex- 
haust pipes to one large heater, which may be 
placed in a convenient central place. The pump 
should be below the level of your feed-tank if 
possible. 

7. As to the value of steam-engine indicators. 
If “Investigator” has not studied the subject 
of working out diagrams, the seemingly erratic 
movements of this instrument would not help 
him to improve his engine. Few mill-owners 
have the time to do so, but many millwrights 
are now taking up the subject to the advantage 
of their employers, and he may get assistance 
in that quarter. 

I quite agree with your correspondent as to the 
uselessness of raking up old times when so much 
more might be made of the present and future, 
although, of course, we often learn wisdom 
from past failures and experience. In conver- 
sation with many of our practical paper mak- 
ers much valuable information is gained. If 
such men would only write to your columns 
oftener, much mutual benefit would result.

Replies to “ Investigator.” 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

1. What kind of steam trap is the most relia- 
ble and best adapted to return the condensed 
water (steam) from paper dryers to the steam 
boilers ? 

Answer.—All steam traps require as much 
pressure behind them as there is in the boiler, 
hence none of them can be used on the dryers of 
&@ paper-making machine. 

2. Will the best steam injector force water as 
hot as exhaust steam can make it into the boil- 
ers, using this water as feed to the injector ? 

Answer.—No. Steam injectors cannot be relied 
upon to take and force water into boilers at a 
higher temperature than 90° to 100° Fahr. A 
good arrangement is to have a tank of suf- 
ficient size into which the waste steam from 
the machine is conveyed; keep it full of 
water at a temperature of 100% Fahr., then 
between the boiler and injector have a heater 
through which the water will pass after it 
leaves the injector and before it enters the 
boiler. This heater is simply a coil of pipe in- 
closed in an iron jacket through which the ex- 
haust steam or a portion of it passes. The size 
of the coil and jacket should be in proportion to 
the water used. Each injector should have its 
own feed and discharge pipe, also its own steam 
pipe direct from the boiler. 

8. The jacket and coil arrangement is the 
best method of heating water by means of ex- 
baust steam, as it throws no back pressure on 
the engine, and by proportionating the coil and 
jacket to the water, the water can be made as 
hot as desired. 

No. 4 is not intelligible to me, as I do not rec- 
ognize the kinds of coal by the names he uses ; 
but it does seem to me that he could very easily 
settle that point by actual trial. 

5. Does putting a cap on the top of a smoke- 
stack retard the draft,and how much above 
should it be placed ? 

Answer.—Yes, it does ; but if you feel as if 
you must have a cap on your chimney, put it 
150 or 200 feet above the top. 

6. The first query it contains I cannot answer ; 
the last is answered in No. 3. 

7. ** Will correspondent ‘C.’ point to the 
manufacturer’s need for an indicator such as he 
describes?” 

Answer.—I am not “‘C.” but will venture an 
opinion on the subject. 

An indicator applied at times to the steam 
engine will show those who know how to apply 
it and can read it whether the steam is doing its 
work properly or not, and will indicate where 
and what the trouble is ; hence in the hands of 
who knows it is a valuable help. 

“Investigator” wants to rake up a list of at- 
tachments that can be applied to a paper mill 
for the economizing of power. 

One valuable attachment is plenty of steam- 
boiler room. If two boilers will run your mill, 
put in three; if it requires three, put in four; if 
four, put in six; build your chimney high 
enough and of sufficient capacity to insure a 
good draught ; protect your boiler and pipes 
with some good covering to prevent radiation; 
use a steam engine one-fourth larger than you 
think you need; keep all in good order, and 
have competent men torun them, — 

But these are just the things that many steam 
users will notdo. They will rather attempt t 
make one boiler do the work of two and then 
get mad at the fireman because it requires two 
tons of coal to do the work that one ton should 
do, Rex.

who had loaned them money and rendered them 
other assistance, as follows: Cleveland Paper 
Company, $26,154.91; Cleveland Window Shade 
Company, $3,198; Boughton, Ford & Co., 
$12,500; R. W. Goodwin & Co., $1,690.50; E. B. 
Pratt, $3,500; Laban Patch, $4,500; New Castle 
Paper Company, $3,200; Exchange Bank of 
Madison, $2,000; L. I. Pope, $2,116; First Na- 
tional Bank of New Castle, $1,000; Washington 
Morey, $400. The mortgagees took possession 
of the mills, and appointed E. P. Wilmot as 
agent. They propose to run the works until the 
stock on hand is worked up and, perhaps, 
longer, L. L. Pope and D. O. Davis having the 
superintendence of the business. It is believed 
the preferred creditors named above are 
amply secured, and that the only ones 
who will lose are heavy dealers in the East and 
West. The cause of the failure is attributed to 
heavy losses occasioned by the failure of other 
concerns, it being claimed that the aggregate 
will foot up over $40,000 within the past few 
years, and to general depression in the paper 
business. I, W. Pope, the business manager, 
has lost heavily in mining stocks, besides several 
thousand dollars in the Ludlow lock enterprise. 
In a private conversation as to the cause of the 
failure, in addition to the ones above given, 
I, W. Pope gave to a reporter the fact that he 
began the paper business thirteen years ago won 
$6,000 capital, and that he had tried to do too 
much business for his means. The company 
also suffered considerable loss in the burning of 
of the New Castle Paper Company’s mill. The 
company manufactured mainly heavy manilla 
papers and paper flour sacks and employed be- 


tween forty and fifty hands. It is predicted | 


that the Cleveland Paper Company, which is 
now jmost heavily interested in the works, will 
become sole proprietor.

P. J. Giesen, bookbinder, St. Paul, Minn., has 
been burned out. Fully insured. 


R. Bell & Co., manufacturers of paper boxes, 
Montreal, Quebec, have been burned out. 


J. V. Johnson & Co., publishers of the Demo- 
erat, St. Louis, Mich., have been burned out. 


H. J. Henser, bookseller and stationer, W ythe- 
ville, Va., has been damaged by fire. Insured. 


John P. Kelly’s bookbindery on the fourth 
floor of No. 13 Barclay street, New York city, 
was damaged $1,000 by fire on Wednesday 
morning. 

A fire, which started in the steam rag room of 
the Clinton Paper Mill, Steubenville, Ohio, on 
January 7, owned by August Hartje, did dam- 
age to the extent of $10,000. It was insured. 


The Niagara Straw Board Mill, belonging to 
Neal Brothers & Brooks, at Lockport, N. Y., 
was burned on Thursday night, together with 
its contents. The loss is between #40,000 and 
$50,000, covered by insurance. 


The mill of the West Virginia Fibre Com- 
pany, at Parkersburg, W. Va., was burned on 
January 4. The fire is said to have caught from 
the black ash which was carried from the re- 
claimers to the alkali mixers in wooden boxes. 
The works had been shut down on account of 
the large pumps being out of order and because 
of the intense cold. A very strong northwest 
wind carried the flames into the main building 
and machine room, burning everything except 
the reclaimers. Loss, 40,000 ; insurance, $27,000. 


The five-story building 59 Duane street caught 
fire at a very early hour on Tuesday morning, 
and before it was brought under the control of 
the firemen damage was done to the amount of 
about $20,000. The building was occupied by 
George Schofield, dealer in woolen rags, and 
James Hennesey & Co.,paper-stock dealers, had 
an office on the ground floor. The rags made a 
very dangerous fire, and the firemen broke open 
Vernon Brothers & Co.’s store on the Elm 
street side, carrying their hose through it and 
played their streams upon it through the up- 
per floors,one of which is occupied by Wa Ither & 
Co., paper dealers, doing slight damage by 
water to the stocks of both concerns. Mr. 
Schofield puts his loss at about $20,000, upon 
which he has policies of insurance amounting 
to $16,750. He values the stock in the building 
at the time of the fire at $30,000. Mr. Hen- 
nesey’s office furniture and fixtures were de- 
stroyed and are probably covered by an insur- 
ance of $300.

THE MONEY MARKET.—Money continues 
a drug in this market, the supply being increased 
by the return of currency from the West. Call 
loans on stock collateral were mostly 2 per cent. 
and 1@1}¢ per cent. on United States bonds, and 
the discount rates for prime indorsed mercan- 
tile notes and acceptances remain 41¢@6 per 
cent. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—The paper market is 
without any new feature. Dealers are still buy- 
ing only for their immediate actual wants, and 
the probability is that the hand-to-mouth policy 
will be pretty closely adhered to until the de- 
mand from consumers augments. Manufac- 
turers, however, while a little discouraged with 
the present, are rather hopeful in regard to the 
near future, in view of the light stocks in the 
hands of dealers and consumers. Failures in 
general trade continue quite numerous, but are 
fewer than many predicted that they would be 
after the turn of the year, the greater part of 
them being for small amounts, it being esti- 
mated that 69 per cent. of them is among those 
whose capital was under $5,000 each. Although 
prices continue to rule very low, they hold toa 
very steady position, with the exception of 
straw-boards and to some extent straw-wrap- 
pings, the latter showing more regularity than a 
month or six weeks ago. The shrinkage of 
prices has run its course, and the worst may be 
considered as over and the outlook is more prom- 
ising than it has been for two years. The im- 
provement, however, it is thought, will be so 
slow that it will scarcely be noticeable before the 
spring. Some of the manufacturers are ex- 
periencing difficulty from anchor ice, and the 
freezing up of the small streams is another 
drawback, and tends to lessen the production a 
little, 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market has been quiet 
but strong, and small sales have been made at 
23¢c. on spot and to arrive. Calcutta cables 








report an advance in the price of butts and 
higher exchange, but this is partly offset by 
the fall in freights.

WOOD FIBRE.—The business in Chemical 
Fibre runs slow, and consumers do not show 
much disposition to contract for any length of 
time ahead on the basis of present prices, some 
of them looking for a little eating off. Bleached 
is still quoted at 434 @4%¢c. for contract lots, and 
4%{@4<c. for jobbing quantities. Unbleached 
remains at 34¢@3%c., according to make and 
quantity. 

WOOD PULP.—The only feature in this mar- 
ket is the growing scarcity of pulp, many of 
the mills not being able to run to their full capa- 
city, on account of the very cold weather form- 
ing anchor ice and the freezing up of some of 
the streams. We quote 244@2%c. for Spruce 
and 2@2\c. for Poplar, delivered at the mills. 
Considerable quantities of Norwegian Pulp 
have been brought in recently, and it has found 
a ready market at prices ranging from 13{@2c. 
During the present week the receipts have been 
upward of 2,500 bales of about 200 pounds to 
the bale. The offerings of Norwegian Pulp at 
present, we understand, are at about 1%c. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Business in foreign stock continues to drag 
along slowly, manufacturers buying occasional 
parcels to supply existing requirements, and in 
the absence of anything like a general demand, 
the market has ruled dull this week, with the 
tendency still in buyers’ favor. Consumers’ 
immediate wants are light, the very low tem- 
perature during the past week having interfered 
considerably with the running of the mills de- 
pendent upon water-power ; but with the Janu- 
ary thaw which will very likely soon follow the 
recent cold spell, manufacturers will no doubt 
be in the market for increased supplies. Among 
the figures mentioned in connection with some 
of the transactions this week were 2c. for Egyp- 
tian Blues and 2%<c. for extra fine Blue Cottons. 
We hear that a large shipment of Norwegian 
Wood Pulp which came to hand this week was 
rejected by the buyer as not coming up to sam- 
ple. The arrivals during the past week ag- 
gregate 7,066 bales and bags, embracing 2,508 
bales Rags, 730 bales Old Papers, 2,550 bales 
Wood Pulp, and 1,278 bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—There has been a con- 
tinued lack of spirit shown in this market, but 
the offerings are only moderate, and former 
prices are quite generally insisted upon, par- 
ticularly for No. 1 City Whites, the supply of 
which is getting to be very small. Very few 
rags are coming in from the West ; the best lots 
of No. 1 Whites are held at 3%<c., and No. 2 
do. at 2%c., while some inferior packings can 
be bought for 1-16@}<c. less. For Seconds 144@ 
1%£c. about represents the market for ordinary 
lots ; occasionally a fraction higher is paid for 
something extra nice. We note sales of 125 
bales No. 1 City Whites at $4.35@4.3714, 175 
bales No. 2 do. at 2.35@2%c., and 200 bales Sec- 
onds at 1.28@1.37kkce. 


BAGGING, &c.—The Gunny Bagging and 
other jute stock markets have retained all of the 
firmness noted a week ago, and may be quoted 
firm but quiet. The advance in the price of 
Jute Butts and the scarcity of Bagging and 
Manilla Rope is the basis for this stronger feel- 
ing, there being little or no stock on the spot in 
first hands.

** As noted in our last edition, the effecta of the 
continued low temperature have been seriously 
felt, and the consequence isan additional ad- 
vance in the market price; figures on Stove and 
Chestnut are 25 cents higher than a week ago, 
and on Broken and Egg 10 to 15 cents. These 
rates are notin addition to the printed circulars 
that have been nominally the rule, but so much 
nearer the circular rates. We quote Grate and 
Egg at $4 to $4.10; Stove and Chestnut, $4.50 to 
$4.55, f. o. b. at the shipping ports. It isto be 
hoped that this upward movement in prices is 
not to form the basis of the opening prices this 
spring. The cold weather and short time at the 
collieries bas made the smaller sizes used by 
manufacturers for steam-raising quite scarce, 
and they have turned back on to Egg and 
Broken, and this keeps the large sizes quite ac- 
tive, while the domestic sizes are very much in 
demand. There is hardly a movement in the 
soft coal trade at present; where it is any better 
than it has been, is chiefly due to the 
reduced output caused by the wintry weather.”

The Parsons Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass., 
| has nearly finished a series of important im- | 
| provements in its main mill near the dam at an | 
| expense of nearly; $75,000, which will greatly 
| increase its facilities. The mill was built in | 
| 1853, and the product was two and one-half 
tons of paper a day. Six years later 68 feet 
were added to the building, making it 112 feet 
long, 50 feet wide and three stories above the 
| basement, with an attic. Very little has been 

done to the mill since then, and as much of the 
machinery was old and needed renewing, it was 
decided to make several radical changes. The 
basement of the mill was excavated a dozen 
feet below the drainers, and nearly everything | 
was torn out. The main floor was removed, | 
and another of chestnut wood, three inches 
thick, was substituted ; the floors in some of 
the rooms are of spruce, overlaid with oak and 
maple, and the posts are of oak and Southern | 
pine. The fourteen rag engines were re- 
moved and ten new ones, of 700 pounds capacity, 








organized in 1870 the Memphis Ice Manufactur- 
ing Company, filling the position of vice-presi- 
dent and superintendent. This organization 
failed, causing him financial embarrassmeut. 

In 1871 he removed to Chicago and became 
the agent for the Aurora Silver Plate Manufac- 
turing Company. 

In 1875 he came to New York and began busi- 
ness with W.S. Gray, under the style of the 
Acme Letter File Manufacturing Company, con- 
tinuing until December, 1878, when he withdrew 
to accept the position of manager and principal 
traveling agent for the Acme Stationery and 
Paper Company, which position he filled at the 
time of his death. 

Mr. Otis was a scholar of rare attainments 
and of late years contributed some literary 
articles and poetry for publication. He leaves 
a widow and five children. He was an affec- 
tionate husband, kind father and a sincere 
friend. He was a member of St. Mary’s Epis- 
copal Church, in Brooklyn, where he resided 
during the past four years. 

Mr. Otis’ death occurred on January 1, 1884, 
at 4 o’clock P. M., at his residence, 211 Grand 
avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y. 





JOHN DENNISON SMITH. 


John D. Smith, of Springfield, Ohio, died at 
his residence on North Factory street, Spring- 
field, Ohio, on the 10th inst., after suffering 
acutely for weeks. ‘Deceased was born in Ross 
County, Ohio, December 6, 1821, making him 
sixty-two years and one month old. 

As early as 1832-33 he worked with Kills & 
Baker, bookbinders, learning that trade and 
making a specialty of blank work, in which he 
was well skilled, being especially proficient at 
the ruling machine. In September, 1844, he 
started in business for himself as a bookbinder, 
locating in the third story of Trapper’s corner, 
now W. M. Biack’s building. He continued 
there until 1860, then selling out to E. L. Bar- 
rett, and opening a boarding-house and hotel, 
known as the National and Smith House, in 
what now forms part of the Republic printing 
concern building. He sold out in 1862 to H. F. 
Willis. For many years previous to 1879 he 
carried on the Republic bindery, under an ar- 
rangement with the printing company. In 
January of thelatter year he formed a partner- 
ship with his son-in-law, E. T. Thomas, under 
the title of J. D. Smith & Co., and has since 
carried on a general bindery and stationery 
house, over Jones & Son’s dry-goods house at 
Main and Limestone streets. 

In business life he was strictly honest and up- 
right, even to his own loss, perhaps. In the 
community at large he was ever the liberal, 
just, friendly and safe citizen, and as a husband 
and parent none could be more kind and indul- 
gent, taking pride in his family and happiness 
in seeing them happy. His home was often the 
scene of merry social gatherings, where the 
guest was always made to feel himself welcome. 
He himself was just as welcome to many a s80- 
cial circle.

W. B. Coggswell, manager of the Solvay Pro- 
cess Company’s works at Geddes, N. Y., nar- 
rowly escaped death from suffocation by gas 
late on January 8, and William Hennessy, 
a laborer, was killed by suffocation. The com- 
pany manufactures soda-ash by the Solvay pro- 
cess. The foreman of the works discovered 
that carbonic acid gas was escaping, and im- 
mediately stopped the engine that was forcing 
the gas into the tower. Henry Cooper, one of 
the assistants, started for the top story to ascer- 
tain the cause of the escape of gas and fell un- 
conscious to the floor. He was resuscitated with 
difficulty. Workmen procured a ladder and 
climbing to the top story broke in the windows, 
which permitted the gas to escape. Hennessy 
was found dead on the second floor. Mr. Coggs- 
well, the manager, was found lying unconscious 
at the bottom of some stair, down which he had 
fallen. Hennessy leaves a widow and six chil- 
dren. The works are largely owned by foreign 
capitalists. 





having rolls 42x42, were put in. One of Rice, 
Barton & Fales’ 66-inch Fourdrinier paper ma- 
chines were put in to take the place of a 62-inch 
machine, and another 66-inch machine will be 
added very soon. The tail-race between this 
mill and the Mt. Tom Mill has been renewed, | 
and a new 50-inch Boyden water-wheel has been 
added. The machines will be run by new 15 
horse-power engines. The old drainers were 
taken out and thirteen new ones put in, and a 
new elevator, extending from the basement to 
the attic, which has self-closing hatches, has 
been put in. New shafting and pulleys have 
been supplied, and six copper filters have been 
added. The machine-room has been extended 
20 feet, and the bleach-room has had 24 feet 
added to it, making it about 55 feet long. A 
new five-tons rotary bleach boiler is now being 
put in. The water used for washing purposes 
is taken from a well on the river bank, about 
160 feet from the mill, being pumped through a 
12-inch pipe. Automatic sprinklers are dis- 
tributed through the building, to be used in case 
of fire. 

The West Ware Paper Company, West Ware, 
Mass., has been organized for the improvement 
of the mill privilege on the Chicopee River at 
West Ware where the river has a fall of 12 feet. 
The capacity of the new mill will be four tons of 
news and book papers per day. The principal 
buildings are an engine room 34x80 feet in di- 
mensions and two stories high, a machine room 
100x80 feet, a stock house 28x56 feet, a boiler 
house 32x18 feet, and an office 16x20 feet in 
dimensions. The mill is equipped with four en- 
gines with a capacity of 1,200 pounds each, and 
12-inch Fourdrinier machine. T. B. Warren, of 
Springfield, is manager of the enterprise. 

The Seymour Paper Company, Windsor Locks, 
Conn., has made arrangements for disinfecting 
at Alexandria and Cario the rags bought by its 
agents for shipment to this country. 

The Hampshire Paper Company, South Had- 
ley Falls, Mass., has put in a new duster lately
